STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE: 


PROS To the inhabitants of the town of Plainfield qualified 
to vote in town affairs:— . 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Plainfield, 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Collector, one or more, not exceeding three, Highway Agents, one 
Library Trustee for three years and all other necessary town officers 
for the ensuing year, 


Art. 2. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to pay outstanding notes and interest, and all other necessary town 
expenses for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for the repairs of highways aud bridges, above the amount required 
by law, for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to pay the School Board the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. Tosee what action the town will take in regard to going 
back to the District System of Road Repair according to the law 
passed by our last Legislature. 


Art. 7. Tosee if the town will vote to discontinue the highway 
recently laid out by the Board of Selectmen from a stake near the 
clay bank, so called, on the road leading from Plainfield Plain to 
West Lebanon, thence north- westerly toa stake near the northerly 
bank of Beaver Brook bridge, so called, on the River Road, so called, 
said road being the same as was laid by the judgment of said Board 
of Selectmen, filed February 4th, 1899, also to see if the town will 
vote to discontinue any part of the above mentioned highway. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to dispense with delivering 
inventory blanks until the time ot taking the inventory. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to dispense with a Liquor 
Agent the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what action the town will take in relation to the 
reports of the town officers.

24 TOWN REPORT, 1899. 


To THE CITIZENS OF PLAINFIELD: 


During the past year your School Board has main- 
tained a school in nine different districts, two of the dis- 
tricts having had two terms. apiece, the others three. 
Those having two terms had 21 weeks each, and those 
having three from 24 to 29. The aggregate number of 
weeks being 233, average length of ‘term, 24 8-9. Num- 
ber of pupils registered during the last school year, 182; 
male 87, female 95. Number of visits of parents, citizens 
and others, 321. We have made as few changes as possi- 
ble in our teaching force, and have employed only 12 dif- 
ferent teachers, 2 male and 10 female, in teaching our 25 
different terms of school, all of whom, with a single ex- 
ception, had had some previous experience in teaching. 
Highest wages paid per month $32; lowest $22. 


The Harper Geography in use throughout the town 
since 1883, has been replaced by the Redway Natural 
Series, a book copyrighted in 1898, which has been adopt- 
ed in several adjacent towns, and which we hope will be a 
standard for years to come. The cost to the town of this 
exchange was $77.40 We have also introduced a some- 
what larger line of supplementary reading than has been 
used heretofore. The reseating of the school room | at 
Meriden begun last year has been completed and anew 
floor laid. This room is now provided with 41 ofthe 
strongest and most durable desks that are made today. 
The entire cost of these repairs was $184.51, of which 
$75 was expended last year and $109.51 this year. At the 
Plain the old stove and pipe has been replaced by a new 
one. The unexpended balance reported this year, is some- 
whatlarger than usual, owing to the closing of some of our 
winter schools sooner than we expected. We had intend- 
ed to run our winter schools 10 weeks each, but on ac- 
count of the large amount of sickness among teachers and 
. pupils, were obliged to close three of them. The Roll of 
Honor for the year, especially that part of it which con- 
tains the names of those who have attended three terms 
without an absence, is much smaller than usual for the 
same reason.
